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SCHOOL REPORT—1933-1934 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Town of Sidney.: 


I hereby present my first annual report of the condition and 
progress of the schools. 

In the arrangement of this report I have attempted to elimi- 
nate all items ‘which would appear to be lacking in interest to 
officials, parents and tax payers, but to include all information 
necessary or desirable for a clear comprehensive view of the work 
of the schools. We need no reminder of the economic stress 
through which we have been passing. Its presence has been 
keenly felt the. world over: Curtailment has everywhere been 
the order of the day. And in this program of curtailment we 
feel confident that the school has assumed at least a fair share 
of the responsibility. : 

I would respectfully call attention to the following table — 
which shows the expenditure and distribution of the school 
dollar. 


Teachers’ Salaries $0.43 
Janitors’ Services .016 
Conveyance .18 
Fuel . 032 
Secondary Tuition . 222 
Books and Supplies . 06 
Supervision 03 
Repairs .03 
$1.00 


From the above figures it would seem that the distribution has 
not been excessive in any one department of the school costs. 
The expenditure for textbooks has been considerably above the 
amount apprepriated for that purpose by the Town. The bal- 
ance was met through the State Equilization Fund which is 
provided for such purposes. The very pronounced shortage of

books and supplies in the schools at the beginning of this present 
school year, and the fact that both of these items are going up 
or have already gone up in price, seemed to justify the expendi- 


ture in this department. The appropriation for next year, for 


these items, need not be quite so large as usual, because of this 
expenditure. However, it should not be reduced to the point 
that the successful operation of the schools may be endangered. 

Two other items we would mention in passing. Conveyance, 
it appears, has always been an unavoidably heavy expense to 
the Town. This year the expenditure has been considerably re- 
duced, in keeping with the general reduction. 

High School Tuition costs account for more than one fifth of 
the school dollar. This is, of course, a necessary item, and one 
that cannot be determined by the tax payer. The law provides 
that, on condition of satisfactory scholastic standing, tuition 
shall be paid if no free high school is maintained by the town. 
However, the Town is under no obligation to pay tuition for any 
student who does not apply himself or herself to the extent of 
doing satisfactory work in the high school which he or she may 
be attending. This throws the responsibility, then, upon the 
student, and we feel that the Town should not be asked to pay 


tuition for those students who have no desire to take advantage 


of the opportunity offered them. 
We have had no opportunity to compare the work of the 
schools for this year with the work of other years, and we can 


only say, then, that we believe the work accomplished during 


the past half year has been, generally, of good quality. 

We have attempted to introduce a few changes in methods 
‘and administration. It has seemed that perhaps more attention 
could be given to reading in all of the schools. The importance 
of this work needs no defense. It is universally agreed that 
reading ability is the prerequisite of good work in all fields of 
study, and should certainly be given every opportunity for de- 
velopment. _Reading habits are formed in the early years; we 
have therefore begun with the lower grades by the introduction 
of a new standard reading system to be followed by all teachers. 
We feel confident that the results will justify the course entered 
upon. 

The school year of thirty-two weeks is, without question, too 
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short for the accomplishment of the amount of work generally 
expected of the schools. It should be at least two, if not four 
weeks longer if we would accomplish what we are expected to, 
and compare favorably with systems that have the full thirty- 
six week year. 

The repair work carried out under the Civil Works Project 
has been appreciated in every school in Town. The interior of 
every building is now in good condition, and all rooms are pleas- 
ant and clean. We believe that this fact will add much, through 
the attitude of the pupils, tc the general morale of the schools. 
If possible, funds should be provided, to complete the repairs on 
the exterior of the buildings. 

In closing this report we take this opportunity to express our 
thanks to the School Committee, who, through their progressive 
assistance and their loyal support have contributed so much to 
the success of the past year. 

We would also thank each and every teacher, new to the posi- 
tion or of long standing in the system, for J thorough coopera- 
tion and willing work. 

And finally, we would say to each and every parent and sup- 
porter of the.schools that we appreciate the attitude toward the ~ 
schools, and that we anticipate the same cooperative spirit 
throughout the coming year.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 1934 


To F. G. Creed, Constable of the Town of Sidney in the County of 
Kennebec: 
Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Sidney, qualified 
by law to vote in Town affairs, to assemble at the Town Hall in 
said Town on Monday the 5th day of March, A.D., 1934, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Article 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 


Article 3. To choose three Selectmen, Assessors and Over- 
seers of the Poor for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To choose one or more members of the School 
Board. 


Article 5. To choose a Treasurer and a Collector of ‘ee 
Article 6. To choose a Fire Ward. 

Article 7. To choose one or more Road Commissioners. 
Article 8. To choose a Town Auditor. 


Article 9. To choose all other Officers required by law to be 
_ chosen. 


Article 10. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for making and repairing highways and 
bridges and determine in what manner it shall be expended. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote ‘‘yes” or, ‘‘no” on the 
question of raising money to entitle the town to State Aid as 
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provided in Section 20 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 
1930. 


_ Article 12. To see what sum the town will raise and appro- 
priate for the improvement of the section of State Aid road as 
outlined in the report of the State Highway Commission (in 
addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of Ways, 
highways and bridges) under the provisions of Sec. 19, Chap. 
28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Sec. 3, 
Chap. 175, Public Laws of 1933. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money and what sum, for the maintenance of State and 
State Aid highways under the provisions of Sections 9 and 18 
of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Article 14. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for patrol work on the State Aid roads. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $555.00 for the maintenance of the improved 
sections of Third Class road or to be used in conjunction with 
the State apportionment for the construction of Third Class 
roads according to the provisions of Section 5, of Chapter 175, 
Public Laws of 1933.

Such 
loans to be paid during the current municipal year out of moneys 
raised during said current municipal year by taxes. 


To see if the town will vote to set dates when 
taxes for 1934 shall be due and payable. 


Article 30. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes for 1934; fix the dates and amounts of discount. 
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Article 31. To see how much money the town will raise to 
pay on the town debt. 


Article 32. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$25.00 for Memorial day. 


Article 33. To see if the town will vote to hold a Town Fair 
in 1934.

Article 35. To see how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for a Town Fair. 


Article 36. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for buying snow fence. 


Article 37 . To see what action the town will take in regard 
to snow removal for the winter season of 1934 and 1935. 


_ Article 38. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the taxes of the Eastern Music Camp, Inc. 


Article 39. To see if the town will vote to accept from William 
Eadie, a deed conveying to the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Sidney all the rights and equity which he now owns in the real 
estate now owned by William Eadie and Louise Gallagher. 


Article 40. To see how much money per month the town 
will vote to pay William Eadie, in consideration of the above 
transfer and to supply his needs. 


Article 41. To see if the town will vote to accept the list of 
jurors. 


Article 42. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for materials and expenses of C.W.A. 
Projects. 
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Article 43. To see if the town will vote to reimburse Marie 
A. Cloutier to the amount of $52.75 paid through error in assess- 
ments for the years 1920 to 1930 inclusive, said amount to be 
applied on tax deed of 1931 and the balance to be credited on 
her 1932 taxes. 


Article 44. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much, to resurface the Minot 
road. 


Article 45. To see what action if any, the town will take in 
regard to repairs and breaking snow on road to residence of 
Warren Powell. 


Article 46. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much, to continue graveling the 
Field Cross Road so-called, westerly from the end of the com- 
pleted portion near residence of Frank Bourne.
